From 5 until 9 p.m., 1.18 inches of 
precipitation were recorded by 
United States Weather Bureau 
rain gauges, and prospects were 
that the storm would continue. 

The total for the day was 1.25 
inches, bringing the seasonal total 
up to 8.23 inches. As the normal 
average precipitation to date is 
only 8.28 inches this year's total 
seemed certain to exceed it before 
morning.

their only request was that he be 
tried, not as a political refugee, 
but as a person guilty of common 
offenses. , 

“Chaparreras was a dangerous 
train robber and had been found 
gullty of many hold-ups, during 
which a large number of persons 
were killed. Upon his arrest he 
was duly tried as a train robber 
and murderer and the respective 
authorities found him guilty of 
these crimes and sentenced him to 
death. 

“Furthermore, when Chapar- 
reras Was arrested by the United 
States authorities, they also dis- 
covered a number of bombs and 
infernal machines which Chapar- 
reras was going to use in the blow. 
ing up of trains. Due to this fact, 
the United States authorities con- 
sidered him a dangerous criminal, 
and caused his deportation. The 
Mexican government never made 
any promises nor came into any 
agreement regarding the delivery 
of this criminal. The only request 
was filed by the Mexican Embassy 
for the extradition of Chaparreras. 
Chaparreras was not subject to a 
summary process of law, and was 
executed two weeks after he was 
placed before the respective judi- 
cial authorities.”

WALES ABSENT , 


Acting on the advice of his phy- 
siclans, the Prince of Wales did 
not participate in the picturesque 
proceedings, the broken collarbone 
sustained in his recent hunting ac- 
cident making it impossible for 
him to don a uniform. 

There was the usual warm com- 
petition among the members of 
the House of Commons for choice 
seats and Lady Astor, with true 
American enterprise, was one of 
the first to enter the House. 

Two determined male members.

all night to be sure of securing 
the seats they desired. 

Just before the opening, the an- 
client custom of searching the 
vaults of Parliament as a safe- 
guard against plotters was carried 
out by the yeomen of the guard in 
quaint uniforms and carrying lan- 
terns.

The pres- 
ence of the German Ambassador, 
Dr. Sthamer, was an indication of 
European reconciliation. 

The soviet's accredited repre- 
sentative also was present, though

The British Prime Minister 
standing at the bar of the House 
of Lords in plain morning clothes, 
appeared in striking contrast to 
the brilliant uniforms around him. 

Both houses quickly settled 
down to regular business. This be- 
ing the opening day, only a few 
questions were put to the govern- 
ment, but one elicited the state- 
ment that the government had no 
intention to appoint a committee 
to inquire into the film industry, 
though keeping the subject in 
mind. 

DEBT SETTLEMENT HIT 
There was much criticism in both 
houses of the Italian debt settle- 
ment, especially from former Pre- 
mier Lioyd George.

Opening Parliament with the

He announced that the British 
government was attempting to ar- 
rive at a settlement with Turkey on 
theevexing Mosul question and re- 
joiced that his government had 
been able to arrive at a debt fund- 
ing agreement with Italy.

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CANTON STRIKE ' 


HURTS BRITAIN 
Colony in Difficulty 


With Chinese 
Hand of Soviet Seen in Stand 
of Orientals 


London Long Stumbling 
Block for Moscow

TOKIO, Feb. 2.——Never was the 
Chinese genius to hit at an an- 
tagonist by, means of the strike 
weapon better disclosed than 
when Canton proceeded to boy- 
eott Hongkong, the effect of which 
was to pile up the great flour'shing 
British colony of South China 
with debt and ultimately to make 
the British the first to proffer the 
hand of friendship. 

It happened after the Shameen 


little battle occurred between for- 
eigners and Chinese cadets led by 
Russian officials. It has been 
since established that the Russians 
_ fired first on the foreigners and 
thereby precipitated what 
easily have led tp war. he 
French were the best equipped 
and their machine-guns mowed 
down the Chinese. No ill-feeling 
was felt against the French. All 
was reserved for the British. 

After the May 30 Shanghai 
shootings, Chinese servants in 
Hongkong—99 per cent of whom 
are Cantonese—left the 
Bribes, threats, promises—a ll 
failed to keep them. Hongkong 
was soon reduced to a pitiful con- 
dition, Sir Reginald Stubbs, then 
Governor, made a faux pas which 
only made matters worse. Forget- 
ting his high position he threat- 
ened the Chinese—threatened 
house boys and cooks and laundry- 
men and scavenging coolies. He 
Was about to go home to England, 
but the ships could not coal—the 
Chinese navvies refusing to do any 
work for anything that was Brit- 
ish. “If I am delayed,” thundered 
Sir Reginald, “those responsible 
shall be for it.” The Bitish 
2 in Hongkong applauded. To- 

ay, it's not the Chinese, but the 
British who are regretting what 
has happened. They have had to 
climb down from their high perch: 
hard though it be, the British in 
Hongkong have had to eat very 
humble pie. They sent many a 
deputation to Canton to treat with 
the Strike Council; the Strike 
Council refused to have anything 
to do with them. Hongkong has 
lost millions of pounds sterling 
and is in danger of losing her po- 
sition as the principal entrepot for 
the goods of the world to South 
China. 

There is still a more serious de- 
velopment in the Canton situation. 
Canton—-or for that all China—is 
merely a wn on the chessboard 
of the et and the object of the 
soviet is to ruin Great Britain's 
trade and interests in China. 

Great Britain has Always been a 
stumbling block in the pathway of 
Moscow. This is the case expecia)- 
ly in China: the stu 
England against soviet 
probably did more than 
single thing to deny Western Fu- 
rope to the rule of the Sickle and 
the Hammer. And while trade be- 
tween Britain and Ruesia has pro- 
ceeded in the intervening years in 
a measure. Britain has shown 
herself in no sense complaisant to 
Bolshevik ideas. In the circum- 
stances the soviet has striven to 
hit at Britain where her armor 
is most vulnerable. In India the 
plotk engineered did not come off. 
For one thing India does not like 
the history of the soviets; for an- 
other, the Raj was not caught 
napping. China has offered an- 
other field where immense British 
interests could be more directly 
and more easily assailed and Great 
Britain struck at through her 
trade. To do so involved con- 
sideration of very important points 
on the part of the soviet and when 
we look at these it is possible to 
see why Canton has been selected 
as the spear-head of the attack. 

No attempt was’ made by the 
soviet to use Shanghai for this 
purpose because other nations. be- 
sides the British, have very im- 
portant interests there and it would 
be impossible to hit at the British 


the others. The soviet has no in- 
tention these days of fighting a 
whole world hostile to it. Strikes 
and anti-British boycotts have 
come into the picture from time 
to time, but beyond that no great 
strike could be attempted. For in- 
stance, it could not be conceivable 
that an economic siege of every- 
thing British in Shanghai could 
be — ved. It would 
diately rife all the other nations 
uld be defeated. It would 
certainly bring the United States in 
and it is difficult to see how Japan. 
éven though on terms of diplomatic 
amity with Moscow, could stay 
out when vital, national interests 
are imperilied. There its, however, 
one place pre-eminently suited for 
the purpose. 
what is going on at Canton today 
is the result of some two and a 
half years’ work by the soviet. 
While many nations trade with 
Canton, the interests of these are 
small compared to those of the 
Britieh. ‘By way of illustration 
there is the large silk export trade 
to America that is, to a consider- 
able extent, in British hands and 
this is the same in many other 
lines of business. Shipping. in 
normal times, is predominantly 
so. Then Hongkong is the great 
entrepot for British goods pur- 
chased by the South China markets 
and it is very susceptible to events 
in Canton. All this was duly real- 
ized in Bolshevik circles several 


being made Yor the attack on Brit- 
ij ish trade now being put into force. 
Soviet money began to circulate 
\freely in the capital of South 
China as soon as the work was 
taken in hand and gradually the 
whole government passed virtually 
Into the control of the Bolsheviks. 
Everyone who proved a stumbling 
biock in the pathway of the soviet 
was removed—by foul means if 
not by fair means. 

The stage was set for the attack 
on British trade in China early in 
1825. It only remained to have 
a suitable “Incident.” That inci- 
dent came in the Shanghai riocts 
of May 30 and then in the clash 
at Shameen on June 23. The con- 
flagration Moscow was aiming 
at had started. Time alone can 
tell whether the fire wil! burn itself

Revelation Argument for 
Civil Service Act | 
Fourth of Agents Dismissed 

in Last Six Years 


Anti-Saloon League Accused, 
But Clears Self 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, Feb, 2.—What 
Congress calls the box 
of prohibition” was dpened today 
in the House by Representative 
Tinkham, Republican, Massachu- 
setts, and out flew a hideous brood. 
In less than six years, 916 of the 
prohibition unit's 3551 enforce- 
ment officers have been dismissed 


for every crime on the calendar, 
ranging from murder to robbing 
warehouses. 

Mr. Tinkham, a Harvard gradu- 
ate and a Bostof lawyer, said that 
his statistics are based largely on 
the records of the prohibition unit, 
and added: 

“The Anti-Saloon League is di- 
rectly responsible for conditions 
which made possible the unsavory 
and paralleled record of ras- 
eality written by corrupt and law- 
breaking. prohibition agents since 
the passage of the Volstead Act.” 

LEAGUE ACCUSED 

That record he described as “an 
unanswerable argument for legis- 
lation to bring these officers under 
the authority of the clvil service 
commission,” and he declared that 
prohibition officers would be under 
civil service today—‘“and much of 
the corruption thus prevented“ 
except for the influence of the Anti- 
Saloon League, which,” he said, 
“approved a provision inserted in 
the Volstead Act exempting em- 
ployees of the Federal prohibition 
unit from civil service.” He charged 
impure motives in that approval, 
saying: 

“This was done partly to flutter 
in front of members of Congress

Insanity Have No Right in 


Declaring the question. of in- 
sanity has no place in criminal 
law, A. M. White, English barrister 


now practicing law in Los Angeles, 


uddressed a meeting of the South- 
ern California emy of Crimi- 
nology at the University of Cali- 
fornia, Southern Branch, last night. 
“I'll admit that ¢riminal law is 
a farce,” he said, “and as things 
now stand it pays to be crooked. 
e is an attractive thing, a 
game which offers excitement, pic- 
tures in the newspapers and per- 
haps acquittal, but the question of 
insanity has no place in the crimi- 
nal law. 
. “First of all, try the defendant, 
And out whether or not he com- 
mitted the crime charged. It 
guilty, convict him, and then, if 
you choose, call m vour doctors if 


the question of insanity is raised. 


Therein zies the salvation of our 
country, and if we follow that 
plan, the plan that kept our fore- 
fathers for the most part in the 
rclean and right way, we, too, may 
be kept in the clean and right way 
yet. am in favor of administrat- 
ing the old law, severe and 
straight.”

Heroic Sheriff of Colorful 
| Early Days Gone 


[Son of 
City’s History 


Worked in Forefront for 
Civic Progress

Death last night took from Call- 
fornia another of her early-day 
‘heroes when William Richard Row- 
land, son of one of the earliest set- 
tlers in Southern California and 
himself a pioneer resident of Los 
Angeles, died at the family home 
at 805 South Bonnie Brae street as 
a result of a sudden heart attack 
culminating an Hiness of five years. 

Rowland, who was 79 years of 
Age, died at 7 o'clock, thirty min- 
utes after the fatal attack. His 
death wae peaceful, with all mem- 


| bers of hi« immediate family gath- 


‘ered at the bedside as the hardy 
pioneer passed away. 


DEATH UNEXPECTED 
While Rowland had been ill for 
several years, his death came tn- 
expectedly, according to Dr. Clar- 
ence G. Toland, the attending phy- 
sician and son-in-law of the de- 
ceased. Rowland was preparing 
for dinner at 6:30 o’clock when he 
suffered an attack that gave im- 
mediate indication of being fatal, 
Dr. Toland said, and death followed 
shortly with the invalid never re- 
ining consciousness. 

Wu the passing of Rowland. 
one of 
earliest and most interested civic 
workers. All through his life, from 
the time he assumed managership 
of his father’s business enterprises, 
centered about La Puenta Rapcho, 
until his death, Rowland Was a 
close follower of the progress of 
Los Angeles. He saw it grow 
from a sleepy pueblo of the early 
"50's to ita present status of the 
greatest city on the Pacific Coast, 
and its advancement was ever a 
source of pride and enjoyment for 
Rowland, even during the last 
days of his life, when ill health 
forced him to remain in his home 
and leave the administration of his 
own business interests in the 
hands of others. 


EDUCATED HERE 


11, 1846, at La Puenta Rancho at 


Puente, one of several children 
of John an Dona Incarnacion 
Martinez wiand.

Completing his education at 
Santa Clare, Rowland returned to 
his father’s home at La Puente, 
where he remained for ten years 
as manager of the many business 
onterprises of the elder Rowland. 
He then spent a short time in di- 
recting his own business interests, 
but eventually hearkened to the 
dall of Los Angeles. 


ELECTED SHERIFF 


Entering politics in 1871. young 
Rowland, for he was then but 26 
years of age. was elected Sheriff 
of Los Angeles county, and it was 
during the five years he held this 
office that many early-day inci- 
dents of law enforcement of par- 
ticularly colorful and spectacular 
nature weré enacted. 

Early day histary of Los An- 
geles, and for that matter the en- 
tire State is filled with colorful in- 
cidents of the daring depredations 
and activities of a fearless and gal- 
lant bandit known as Tiburcio Vas- 
quez. This pioneer California des- 
perado was khown throughout the 
State for the daring of his ex- 
ploits, but his name bore greater 
significance because of often ex- 
pressed contempt for guardians of 
law and order.
